DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present application Applicant's arguments, see pages 3 and 4, filed 2/09/09, with 
respect to claims 1,9, 18 and 23 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior art of 
record (Katsube) teaches the only headers being replaced are the generic label header and the 
Layer 2 header, and they are just replacing themselves, that is, a respective preceding generic 
label header and Layer 2 header. Neither replaced header is a network layer (Layer 3) or 
transport layer (Layer 4) header. Furthermore, nowhere does Katsube teach deleting network 
layer or transport layer routing addresses from the data packets. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
